A  TRIP  TO  A  LIGHTHOUSE 

During  my  summer  vacation  at 
York  Beach,  I  visited  one  of  Uncle 
Sam's  best  equipped  lighthouses.  It 
was  on  a  small  island,  known  as 
Boon  Island,  about  thirteen  miles  out 
from  the  beach.  I  started  at  nine 
in  the  morning  and  went  aboard  the 
four-masted  schooner  Alice  Brown. 
After  all  were  on  board,  the  motor 
was  started,  as  there  was  not  much 
wind.  The  sea  was  as  smooth  as  a 
mill  pond  and  the  sun  shone 
brightly. 

After  we  had  sailed  about  ten 
miles  out,  the  anchor  was  let  down 
and  lines  were  dropped  for  fishing. 
When  a  half  hour  of  fishing  was 
over,  and  all  had  a  fairly  good  catch, 
dinner  was  served  and  the  schooner 
shortly  after  neared  the  little  island. 

A  tender  was  let  over  the  side 
and  all  who  wished  to  go  ashore 
were  taken  in  the  boat.  After  hav- 
ing some  difficulty,  because  of  the 
rocks,  we  landed  and  were  heartily 
greeted  by  the  old  keeper. 

We  first  visited  a  small,  white 
building  known  as  the  bell  house. 
As  we  entered  we  saw  a  huge  bell, 
which  weighs  over  a  ton,  suspended 
from  an  iron  beam  above.  Below 
this  was  quite  a  little  machinery 
which  works  like  a  clock,  and  when 
set  to  working  a  huge  hammer 
strikes  the  bell  every  two  seconds. 
This  is  known  by  sailors  as  the  fog 
bell,  and  is  used  when  there  is  a  fog. 

Next  we  went  over  to  the  light- 
house, which  is  a  tall  brick  building 
about  one  hundred  feet  in  height. 


As  we  entered,  our  attention  was 
first  attracted  by  the  clean,  white 
walls.  A  pair  of  winding  stairs  took 
us  to  the  top.  After  we  had  crawled 
through  a  small  hole,  we  found 
ourselves  surrounded  by  a  huge  glass 
turret.  This  turret  is  a  revolving 
one,  and  is  arranged  to  flash  first 
a  white  and  then  a  red  light,  from 
sunset  till  sunrise.  The  glass  used 
is  the  best  made,  of  Belgium  manu- 
facture, and  is  corrugated.  If  you 
were  to  touch  it  the  finger  print 
would  require  a  lot  of  energy  to  re- 
move it.  Inside  this  is  an  acetylene 
lamp,  which  furnishes  the  power. 
This  is  one  of  the  latest  improve- 
ments, and  is  installed  in  only  a  few 
lighthouses  yet.  Surrounding  this 
glass  turret  are  panes  of  glass,  from 
which  one  may  see  the  Isles  of 
Shoals  and  the  N'ubble  Light  in  the 
distance.  I  must  not  forget  to  tell 
of  the  intense  heat  in  this  room,  as 
one  would  only  have  to  close  his  eyes 
and  he  would  soon  find  himself  in 
dreamland. 

After  seeing  everything  in  the 
lighthouse,  we  visited  the  home. 
Leading  from  the  house  to  the  light- 
house is  a  covered  canopy,  for  dur- 
ing the  winter  the  storms  sweep 
over  the  small  island  and  unless  the 
walk  were  enclosed  the  keeper  would 
not  be  able  to  get  to  the  lighthouse, 
as  the  high  tides  of  winter  cover  the 
island  most  of  the  time. 

We  then  visited  the  Washington 
profile,  which  is  an  odd  likeness  of 
George  Washington,  cut  by  nature 
on  the  rocks. 

The  wind  began  to  rise  and  we 
all  gathered  at  the  boat  house  to 
bid  the  keeper  good  bye,  and  got 
into  the  tender  and  thence  to  the 
schooner. 

During  our  absence  the  sails  had 
been  set  and  we  were  soon  in 
York  Harbor,  after  a  pleasant  day's 
trip.

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After  a  three  months'  absence 
from  dry  books  and  havoc-working 
exams,  we  assemble  once  more  to 
pull  together  for  another  nine 
months'  work.  The  outlook  for  the 
coming  year  is  very  bright,  for,  as 
almost  all  the  "old  boys''  returned 
and  a  large  number  of  new  students 
came  in,  this  year's  enrolment  is  the 
largest  we  have  had  for  some  years.

Since  there 
is  nothing  which  so  lends  zest  and 
enjoyment  to  the  school  year  as  a 
little  "class  spirit",  we  recommend 
this  idea  heartily.  Think  it  over, 
fellows,  and  then  get  busy. 

We  extend  a  hearty  welcome  to 
Mr.  Farrell,  who  took  up  his  duties 
as  a  member  of  the  teaching  corps 
for  the  first  time  at  Dummer  this 
year. 

Mr.  Cobb  was  here  about  two 
months,  teaching  during  Mr.  De- 
gen's  illness.  When  he  left  he 
took  with  him  the  best  wishes  of  all 
for  his  future  success,  for  during 
his  short  stay  he  certainly  made 
many  friends. 


A  few  weeks  after  school  opened 
a  call  for  foot  ball  warriors  was 
issued  b}^  Coach  Jenkins.  As  we 
have  lost  some  good  men  by  gradua- 
tion, it  did  not  surprise  our  coach 
to  see  what  a  crude  and  inexper- 
ienced lot  he  had  to  train.  One  re- 
lief was  among  these  recruits  there 
were  a  number  of  boys  who  were 
stockily  built  and  had  good  weight. 
The  only  veteran  to  appear  was 
Capt.  John  Yesair,  and  when  we 
mention  his  name  we  have  said 
enough  to  explain  of  what  calibre 
John  is.  Coach  Jenkins^  first  step 
toward  the  developing  of  a  team  was 
to  explain  the  good  which  one  gets 
from  the  game  both  mentally  and 
physically.  After  the  first  week  of 
good  stiff  practice  it  looked  as 
though  Dummer  was  to  have  a  foot 
ball  team  which  would  give  some 
of  our  rivals  a  good  fight. 


DUMMEE  24;  MANNING  0. 

We  played  our  first  game  of  the 
season  at  Ipswich  with  the  Manning- 
High  School  boys  as  our  opponents. 
A  good  many  of  the  students  ac- 
companied the  team  as  they  wanted 
to  find  out  what  our  boys  could 
really  do.  It  was  known  that  the 
Ipswich  team  had  been  practising 
for  a  long  time,  so  we  expected  Man- 
ning to  give  us  a  hard  battle.  Dum- 
mer took  the  field  with  the  following 
men  in  the  line-up;  Small  r  e., 
Cowles  r  t. ;  Holden  r.  g. ;  Towne 
c. ;  Derderian  1.  g. ;  Eowe  1.  t. ; 
French  1.  e. ;  Chandler  q.  b. ;  Poto

r.  ]i.  1).  We  outweighed  our  oppo- 
nents by  about  five  or  six  pounds 
and  averaged  143  pounds.  Ipswich 
started  the  game  by  kicking  to  Dum- 
mer,  and   by   steady   line   plunging 


and  long  end  runs  by  Capt.  Yesair 
we  scored  a  touchdown  before  the 
first  quarter  was  over.  Before  the 
whistle  blew  for  the  second  quarter 
the  Dummerites  again  crossed  their 
opponents'  goal.  In  the  third  quar- 
ter the  forward  pass  worked  suc- 
cessfully and  enabled  us  to  score 
again.  We  also  scored  in  the  last 
period  and  it  was  a  happy  lot  of 
boys  who  yelled  twenty-seven  'rahs 
with  three  "Ipswich''  on  the  end. 


DANVEBS  49;  DUMMEE  0. 

The  Danvers-Dummer  game  was 
the  one  that  our  boys  were  looking 
forward  to  for  a  long  time;  not  be- 
cause they  expected  to  be  beaten — 
far  from  that — but  that  they  were  to 
make  the  trip  to  Danvers  in  auto- 
mobiles. When  the  four  auto-loads 
of  pla^^ers  left  Dummer,  they  were 
confident  of  trimming  their  old 
rivals.  Those  left  behind  also 
thought,  judging  from  the  Ipswich 
game,  that  our  representatives  would 
give  a  good  account  of  themselves. 
As  the  score  indicates,  the  game 
was  very  much  one-sided.  Our  line 
did  not  hold  at  all.

DUMMEE  6;  STONE  SCHOOL  G. 

Many  sliifts  in  the  Dummer  line- 
up were  made  by  Coach  Jenkins  as 
a  result  of  the  Danvers  game.  Small 
was  shifted  from  end  to  backfield 
and  Poto  from  backfield  to  end.  We 
seemed  to  have  made  a  good  acquisi- 
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tion  when  Fitzgerald,  a  T^ewbury- 
porter,  joined  oiir  midst.  He  is  six 
feet  tall,  weighs  170  pounds  and  is 
just  the  kind  of  player  we  needed 
in  the  line.  Stone  School  had  re- 
cently played  Harvard  2nd,  so  we 
knew  we  would  have  a  hard  job  in 
holding  them  off.  As  we  expected, 
they  were  great  big  fellows,  and  out- 
weighed us  about  15  pounds  to  a 
man.  We  had  had  a  hard  week  of 
practice,  and  therefore  w^re  fully 
prepared  to  meet  them.  Stone 
kicked  off  to  Dummer  to  begin  the 
game  with  and,  strange  to  say,  Dum- 
mer held  the  ball  all  through  the 
first  period.

Stone  had 
the  ball  on  their  own  10-yard  line 
and,  luckily  for  us,  fumbled  on  the 
very  first  play.  Some  good  work  on 
Fitzgerald's  part  enabled  him  to  re- 
cover the  ball.  Stone  tried  hard  to 
prevent  us  from  scoring  but  with 
our  opponents  goal  so  near,  we  were 
inspired  with  new  life  and  carried 
the  ball  over  for  a  score.  Capt.  Ye- 
sair  failed  to  kick  the  goal  by  a  few 
inches. 

Dummer  kicked  to  Stone  for  the 
opening  of  the  second  half.  It  was 
here  that  our  boys  were  taken  wholly 
by  surprise.  By  a  series  of  long  end 
runs  Stone  scored  in  less  than  five 
minutes,  but  failed  to  kick  the  goal.

Dummer  started  the  game  with 
Gloucester  with  a  very  different  line- 
up from  that  which  opposed  Stone 
School.  Young,  our  fullback,  had 
his  back  hurt  so  badly  in  the  Stone 
game  that  he  will  probably  not  be 
seen  in  foot  ball  togs  again  this  year. 
Towne,  Dummer's  guard,  hurt  his 
hand  in  practice  and  will  not  be 
able  to  play  for  some  time  to  come. 
As  a  result  of  these  injuries  Poto 
was  placed  at  fullback,  Goodwin  at 
guard,  and  French  at  left  half  back. 
Gloucester,  by  straight  line  plung- 
ing, scored  in  the  first  quarter.  The 
second  quarter  found  the  teams 
more  evenly  matched  and  some  good 
playing  by  both  teams  was  the  re- 
sult. In  the  third  quarter,  Glouces- 
ter again  crossed  our  line,  after 
some  very  good  trick  plays.  Dum- 
mer's  only  chance  to  score  was  in 
the  last  quarter  when  they  worked 
a  good  forward  pass  and  long  end 
runs,  but  the  whistle  settled  that 
question.

For  the  second  time  this  season 
Dummer  defeated  Manning  High 
School.  This  game,  however,  w^as 
far  different  from  the  last  one.  After 
we  had  been  leading  by  six  points 
for  more  than  half  the  game,  Ips- 
wich surprised  us  by  scoring  when 
onl}^  five  minutes  of  play  remained. 
They  kicked  the  goal  and  the  score 
now  stood,  Manning  7,  Dummer  6. 
It  was  an  angry  lot  of  Dummer  boys 
that  took  their  places  to  receive  the 
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kick  off.  As  much  fight  as  was 
seen  in  the  next  two  minutes  of 
play  will  probably  never  be  seen 
again,  for,  in  exactly  two  minutes 
the  Dummer  backs  carried  the  ball 
the  whole  length  of  the  field  without 
once  resorting  to  end  runs  or  for- 
ward passes.  The  line  played  a  won- 
derful game  and  had  opened  holes 
large  enough  for  a  horse  and  team 
to  pull  through.

HIGH  13. 

Dummer  defeated  Hamilton  in  a 
game  marked  by  some  very  rough 
tackling  by  both  teams.  Dummer 
made  most  of  its  scores  by  straight 
line  plunging,  while  Hamilton 
scored  by  long  end  runs.  Capt.  Ye- 
sair  was  forced  to  leave  the  game  in 
the  first  quarter,  having  received  a 
bad  knock  in  the  head. 


DUMMER  7;  MARBLEHEAD  32. 

On  I^OY.  19  we  closed  our  foot 
ball  season  with  a  game  against 
Marblehead  High  School  here.  Mar- 
blehead  started  right  out  and  got  a 
touchdown  in  the  first  quarter  by 
steady  line  plunges  and  a  long  for- 
ward pass.  It  was  not  until  after 
Marl)lehead  had  another  touchdown 
that  Dummer  woke  up  and  by  a  long 
run  of  35  yards,  Capt.  Yesair  got 
over  the  line  with  the  ball.  Dum- 
mer also  made  the  goal.  After  this 
touchdown,  although  the  fellows 
fought  hard  they  could  not  cross 
the  line  again.  The  game  was  full 
of  excitement  both  for  onlookers  and 
players.  It  was  in  the  last  quarter 
that  Marblehead  ran  up  her  score 
by  getting  three  more  touchdowns 
by  steady  plungings,  and  an  inter- 


cepted forward  pass.  It  might  be  said 
that  had  Dummer  fumbled  the  ball 
less,  it  would  have  changed  things 
materially.  For  Dummer,  Yesair 
played  the  star  game,  thereby  keep- 
ing up  his  fine  work  in  the  other 
games.  For  Marblehead,  the  whole 
backfield  proved  an  efficient  yard- 
gainer. 


SECOXD  TEAM. 

The  second  team  has  developed 
into  a  far  stronger  eleven  than  had 
at  first  been  expected,  and,  although 
having  very  little  practice,  surprised 
everyone  by  decisively  defeating  the 
Jackman  School  in  the  first  game 
of  the  season  by  the  score  of  45-0. 
The  game  showed  that  there  was 
power  in  the  Dummer  team,  both  on 
the  defense  and  offense.  The  line, 
which  was  thought  to  be  none  too 
strong,  held  like  a  stone  wall  and 
time  and  again,  breaking  through 
the  Jackman  line  threw  the  backs 
for  losses.  The  Academy  backfield 
also  worked  smoothly,  considering 
the  short  period  of  practice,  and 
found  no  difficulty  in  hitting  Jack- 
man's  line  or  circling  the  ends  for 
long  gains.  Coleman  was  easih^  the 
star  of  the  game,  he  having  very 
little  difficulty  in  running  through 
the  whole  Jackman  team  for  all  of 
Dummer's  seven  touchdowns.  Hav- 
lin  at  left  half  also  played  well,  get- 
ting through  the  tackles  and  around 
the  ends  for  long  substantial  gains. 
Dowling,  at  quarter,  ran  the  team 
well,  and  his  tackling  was  a  feature 
of  the  game.  Marr  shone  conspicu- 
ously at  right  end,  and  very  few 
gains  were  made  around  his  posi- 
tion. He  had  no  trouble  in  getting 
through  and  tackling  the  Jackman 
l)acks.  Skeele,  at  centre  and  Wil- 
liams at  left  guard,  in  addition  to 
l)reaking  through  and  throwing  the 
backs  for  large  losses,  did  not  allow 
a  gain  through  their  position. 
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For  Jackman,  Horgan  was  the 
most  consistent  man;  but  the  team 
did  not  seem  to  have  much  strength 
in  the  line,  as  the  backs  were  tackled 
before  they  could  get  started.  They 
worked  a  cris-cross  play  for  good 
gains  in  the  first  part  of  the  game 
but  Dummer  soon  became  familiar 
with  them  and  prevented  their  fur- 
ther use.  The  Jackman  attack  was 
noticeably  weak,  but  three  first 
downs  being  registered  by  them  in 
the  whole  game.  All  things  con- 
sidered, however,  the  game  was  very 
interesting  and  much  better  than, 
the  score  would  indicate. 


TRACK. 

The  first  call  for  track  candi- 
dates brought  out  quite  a  crowd  of 
competitors.  We  still  have  some  of 
the  old  material  back  and  also  a 
number  of  new  men  back  who  will 
strengthen  the  team  considerably. 
Among  the  old  men  are  I^orris, 
Coleman,  Williams,  Flanders,  Tap- 
ley,  Yesair,  Poto,  Rowe  and  Good- 
win. The  fresh  material  is  com- 
posed of  Towne,  Savage,  Franklin, 
Kramer,  Baker,  French,  Havlin  and 
Howe.  The  last  named  will  un- 
doubtedly smash  all  in-door  records 
before  the  out-door  season  comes. 
Trainer  Goodwin  states  that  he 
never  saw  such  a  wonderful  athlete 
as  young  Howe.  In  Howe's  first 
tryout  some  weeks  ago,  he  cleared 
the  high  jump  bar  at  five  feet  two, 
with  ease.  When  he  rounds  into 
form  he  will  make  his  competitors 
do  some  tall  stepping.  In  the  broad 
jump,  peerless  Howe  cleared  nine- 
teen feet  three  inches  without  a  take- 
off board.  The  big  question  that  is 
floating  round  the  school  is,  "I  won- 
der if  Howe  can  be  beaten  ?"  There 
is  no  question  about  Dummer  having 
a  flying  relay  team  this  year  with 
Coleman,    French,    Yesair,    NorriS; 


Kramer  and  Goodwin  trying  out  for 
first,  second,  third  and  fourth  places. 
John  Yesair,  our  last  year's  track 
star,  is  stepping  the  century  dash  in 
close  to  101/4  seconds.  Coleman  cov- 
ered the  same  in  10%  seconds,  and 
Kramer  can  do  it  in  a  litle  over  10 
seconds.  Already  a  hard  schedule 
is  being  arranged  and  some  very 
good  track  meets  are  sure  to  be  the 
result.

Dummer,  might  step  from 
the  Mansion  House  some  sunny 
morning  and  survey  the  results  of 
his  bequest. 

Few  cornnumities  have  preserved 
the  outward  appearance  and  the  true 
spirit  of  Colonial  N'ew  England  as 
has  Byfield.  The  school,  with  its 
ample  acreage,  broad  lawns  and  dig- 
nified group  of  white  buildings,  fits 
into  the  landscape  as  naturally  as 
the  old  Governor's  portrait  becomes 
the  wainscoated  walls  of  the  Man- 
sion House. 

The  present  enrollment  of  sixty-

With  the  traditions  of  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  years  of  good  work 
as  a  background,  and  the  optimis- 
tic, sensible  attitude  of  the  boys  and 
men  at  present  upholding  its  stan- 
dard, the  old  Governor  can  go  back 
to  his  rest  with  never  a  fear  for  the 
old  school  or  her  sons.
